FLOWER HAS DEAilLY ODOR. 

A tree bitherto unknown tu Ix t- 

Huists was recently discovered m a 
mountain canyon in a spur of the 
8ea Jeointo mountains in Califor- 
nia, down near the Mexican line. 
It wae diaoovured by a party of 
prospectors who penetrated t!ii.> 
canyon in search of water. A 
brenoh of the tree and its blos. 
soms was brought to the city for 
ckssitication, but it was unknown 
to the botanists. 

The leaves of the tree resemble 
in sise and shape the fig leaf, but 
tbev are of a vivid purple color, 
and the under side of the h-af is 
tuickly covered with stitf hairs, 
which atand oat from the leaf ful- 
ly half an inch. These hairs are 
sharp and thorulike. and easily 
penetrate the skin, and when tla-y 
do ao they are poisonous, causing 
avelling and maoh pain. 

The blossoms are as peculiar as 
the brancliHS and leaves 'i'>iey 
are of a ruaty red color and ao 
two inchee in diameter. In snape 
tlit'y are H \eryg)ud representa 
tioii of the tarantula. T: ■ i" ih a 
huge hairy bulb, in shape n a -ml) 
ling the abdomen of a poisonous 
apider, and there are several uhi- 
ves or stamens, corresponding to 
the legs of that insect 

The most peculiar feamro ot 
the plant, however, remains t » b> 
told. Whenever one appro i.''i.!3 
the plant, or when the wiu I a.i. 
tates ths brunches of the tr^ie, tho 
flowera give off an abund tnce >f 
perfume heavy, siokeniut/ and 
deadly. This perfume h ii Ihm 
quality of chloroform and a t'^'A- 
iubalatiuns of the odor i im e 
anoonoioaanees. The prospectors 
who mnde the discovery ot iim 
plant were rendered insensibh. .,n 
appruauhiug tUu tree to fxamine 
it.
